Daladier Reveals  Mili- 
tary Measures Taken 
to Protect French Peo- 
ple From ‘All Surprise.’ 


LONDON, April 13.—(AP) 
Great Britain and France put 
the full military might of their 
“empires behind Rumania and 
Greece today in an effort to 
forestall possible aggression by 
Germany and Italy. 

Already pledged to fight for 
Poland, they extended un- 
equivocal commitments from 
the Baltic in northern Europe 
to coast lines washed by the 
Black, Aegean and Ionic seas. 

The anti-aggrcssion bloc now 
represents the greatest European 
alliance since the World War.. 

The new pledges were an- 
nounced in a declaration: read to 
the house of commons in emergen- 
cy session by Prime Minister 
Chamberlain anda statement is- 
sued in Paris by Premier Daladier. 

Reviews Invasion. 

Chamberlain, after reviewing It- 
aly’s Good Friday invasion of Al- 
bania, said: 


“His Majesty’s government at- : 


tach the greatest importance to 
the avoidance of disturbance by 
force or threats of force of the 
status quo in the Mediterranean 
end the Balkan peninsula. 
“Consequently, they have come 
to the conclusion that, in the event 
of any action being taken which 
clearly threatens the independence 
of Greece and Rumania, and which 
the Greek or Rumanian govern- 
ments respectively consider it vital 
to resist with their national forces,

Congressman Charges Puerto 
Rico Governor With 


Gross Negligence. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—(?) 
Representative Marcantonio, New 
York, asserted after a White 
House call today he had suggest- 
ed to President Roosevelt the re- 
moval of Blanton Winship, Gov- 
ernor of Puerto Rico. 

The New Yorker, who has a 
large Puerto Rican colony in his 
district, said he told the President 
a pay roll scandal existed in the 
Puerto Rican senate, that Winship 
could not have helped knowing of 
it, and that “this is sufficient to 
warrant removal on. grounds of 
gross negligence.” 

He said he informed Mr. Roose- 
velt the attorney general of Puerto 
Rico, Fernando Garcia, through an 
assistant, Campos Del Toro, had. 
been making. an investigation of 
the situation and a preliminary 
report had been sent to Ernest H. 
Gruening, director of the Interior 
Department’s division of territo- 
ries and insular possessions. 

“I charged that Gruening = 
é n 
that report, one of the things 
brought out is that there were 356 
employes on the senate pay roll, 
only 100 of whom actually worked. 

“Of the remaining 256, some 
drew checks without working, and 
in other cases senators or other 
persons cashed the checks. That 
condition could not have existed 
without the knowledge of the au- 
ditor, who is responsible to the 
Governor, or the knowledge of the 
Governor.” 

He added that while Winship 
had a contingent fund of $75,000, 
the Governor “put a lot of politi- 
cians on the pay roll but said he 
had no funds to help finance the 
investigation of the senate.”

Makes No Move 
For County Aid 


John A. Manget, president of the 
Churches Homes for Girls, declar- 
ed yesterday that despite a finan- 
cial crisis which threatens to close 
the institution, he had not at- 
tempted to obtain county funds 
under the new contractural ar- 
rangement worked out between 
county commissioners and chari- 
table agencies.

Italian authorities announced 
latter that a delegation of Al- 
banian notables would arrive by 
airplane to present the crown to 
King Vittorio Emanuele in a for- 
mal ceremony tomorrow morning. 

At the conclusion of the grand 
council meeting shortly before 
midnight, Il Duce and Achille 
Starace, Fascist party secretary, 
appeared on the balcony of Palaz- 
zo Venezia and were greeted by a 
tremendous cheer from the crowd 
of about 50,000 Fascists gathered

His system, Thrasher explains, 
involves averaging a month-by- 
month list of income from many 
tax sources over a dozen years. 
These are the bases of Revenue 
Department estimates.

mate,” he says, “I just cut the fig- 
ure in half, and then cut the re- 
mainder in two again for good 
measure. Usually it comes out 
pretty nearly right.” 

Thrasher’s estimate of probable 
revenue for the fiscal year 1937-38 
was $15,120,000. Receipts at the 
end of the period totaled $15,- 
091,000, or a difference of two- 
tenths of one per cent. 

“I couldn’t predict my own sal- 
ary a couple of months in ad- 
vance, the way budgets are being 
cut,” he laughs, “but when you 
get up in a large amount of money 
like that you can miss the total 
by a few thousand dollars and it’s 
only a small percentage.” 

Georgia’s present fiscal crisis is 
nothing new. Strangely enough, 
says Thrasher, Georgia’s fiscal 
cramps appear to come in six-year 
cycles. The state experienced one 
in 1927, another in 1933,.and now 
a third in 1939. 

Thrasher was born in Atlanta 
in 1904, attended Georgia Military 
College at Milledgeville and Geor- 
gia Tech. In 1926 he married 
Winnie Ham, of Elberton. They 
have one daughter, Jean, 6.

in the threatened European con- 
flict, the Georgian said he would 
fight against going to war or “be- 
ing dragged into a state of war.” 

There is undoubtedly propagan- 
da in this country,” he told the 
chamber, “very wide propaganda 
and very subtle in its nature to 
get us into war; that is, to create 
the war sentiment and mould the 
war mind here in the United 
States, 

“The issue of peace and war, 
however, lies right in this body 
and in the body at the other end 
of the capital. It ought to be 
made abundantly clear and plain 
that we do not propose to carry 
the country into war; and when 
that issue arises there are those of 


us here, humble though we may 
be, who will not go into war. 


We! 


should take no part in any Euro- 
pean war.” 


Referring to the President’s Chi- 
cago address of some months ago 
in which Mr. Roosevelt said the 
proper process against aggressor 
nations was “a quarantine” of 
those nations, Senator George 
ventured to say that “if we let 
Europe alone there will be no 
war.” 


At the conclusion of his speech, 
which was delivered with more 
than his usual vigor, Senator 
George was sought out by a half 
dozen of his colleagues who warm- 
ly congratulated him on his words. 
Senator Hiram Johnson, veteran 
Republican isolationist of Califor- 
nia, went across the chamber to 
his desk to shake his hand. Others 
were Senator Nye, of North Da- 
kota, author of the present neu- 
trality act; Senator Lundeen, of 
Minnesota, and Senator Reynolds, 
of North Carolina, whom the 
Georgian interrupted to make his 
peace policy observations.

SENATE APPROVES 


ANTI-POLITICS BILL 


Measure To Outlaw Taking 
Advantage of Reliefers, 
Other Election Vices. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—(?) 


Legislation designed to divorce 
politics. from relief and imposing 
fines and jail terms for “perni- 
cious political activities”. won 
speedy and unanimous approval in 
the senate today. 
Almost without debate and with 
less than five minutes considera- 
tion, the chamber passed and sent 
to the house a bill outlawing some 
of the political practices that 
caused vigorous complaints during 


\the last federal elections. 


Senator Hatch, Democrat, New 
Mexico, one of the authors, said 
“He was surprised and delighted 
at the quick approval. He ex- 
pressed belief the house would ap- 
prove it, but said that if it didn’t 
he would try to attach the bill 
to the “next relief appropriation 
measure.” 

Would Apply to All Elections. 

The senate bill’s prohibitions 
would apply in elections of all 
federal officials, including the 
President, vice president, their 
electors, senators and representa- 
tives. 

Hatch said he wanted to include 
primary. elections and political 
conventions as well, but that some 
senators had objected on the 
grounds that the constitution gave 
the states control of these. 

“If the house passes this, then 
we can take up the matter of 
primary elections and party con- 
ventions later,” Hatch said. 

Measure Outlined. 

Many of the political practices 
banned were those condemned by 
the special senate campaign com~ 
mittee which policied last years 
elections. Chairman Sheppard, 
Democrat, Texas, of this commit- 


tee, was a co-author of the bill 


as was Senator Austin, Republic- 
an, Vermont. 

The bill would forbid: 

“Intimidation or coercion of vot- 
ers;” 
“Interference in elections” by 
any official paid with federal 
funds, in whole or part; 

Soliciting funds from persons on 
relief; 

Use of lists of relief workers for 
political purposes; 

Promises of jobs or other fed- 
eral benefits for political activity. 

Violations of any of the provi- 
sions could bring a fine of $1,000, 
a jail term of one year, or both.

‘U, S. Army May Use Par- 
tially Trained Fliers in 
Emergency. 


By JOSEPH 8S. EDGERTON. 
a Ey 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—The 
much discussed 20,000-pilot pro- 
gram of the Civil Aeronautics Au- 
thority is intended to provide a 
reservoir of partially trained fliers 
from which the military services 
may draw in case of national 
emergency after the present ex- 
pansion program is completed. 

The CAA program is regarded 
as a valuable aid to national de- 
fense and, had it been put into 
operation a year ago, possibly 
would have done away with the 
present air corps primary training 
plan for the commercial flying 
schools. 


Training Begins. 
With an initial allotment of 


funds, the CAA in February be- 
gan the training of some 300 stu- 
dents in a selected group of col- 
leges and universities. It is plan- 
ned to extend this program to a 
large number of educational in- 
stitutions during the 1939-40 
school term. 

The CAA program would take 
care of a vast amount of work 
which otherwise would delay any 
emergency air defense program. 
It would insure the elimination of 
candidates not physically quali- 
fied. It would further reduce the 
numbers of those not possessed of 
the inherent ability to fly. The 
plans would ‘provide a selected 
list of candidates for emergency 
air corps training. 

Purdue Is Example. 

The experience of Purdue Uni- 
versity, LaFayette ,Ind., where the 
first student pilot actually took 
off under the CAA training pro- 
gram, is interesting. Last January 
16, Purdue received an invitation 
from the CAA to participate in the 
national pilot-training program, 
and a call was issued for student 
enrollments. By 4 p. m., January 
20, 179 applications had been re- 
ceived and the rolls were closed. 
Of these, 50 were recommended 
for final examination. 

During the first month, more 
than 500 flying hours were logged 
and 27 students had soloed,

Lists Legion’s Problems. 

At the dinner he spoke on the 
many problems of the Legion’s 
Americanization program and the 
success with which the Legion is 
slowly, but surely, crushing its ad- 
versaries among those who es- 
pouse so-called academic freedom.

THE CHOICE IS PLAIN 

In the smooth, measured words of diplomacy, 
Prime Minister Chamberlain yesterday com- 
mitted Great Britain to a series of pacts and 
agreements far beyond any heretofore shoul- 
dered by the peoples of the empire. As he 
spoke, he was casting the die of peace or war. 
He did it knowingly and sadly, but with de- 
termination, casting off the last remnant of 
his Munich policies. 

In an analysis of his speech, one must go 
behind the diplomatic language in which he 
framed the ultimatum to the axis powers to the 
implications and the line of thought implicit in 
his words. 

The door to appeasement is still open. He 
was careful not to slam it tightly, but at the 
same time the Prime Minister made it perfectly 
clear that appeasement is possible only after 
evidence is presented of a complete change of 
heart on the part of the totalitarian powers. 

In effect, he told Premier Mussolini that 
Italian guarantees of the integrity of the bord- 
ers and independence of Greece have not been 
accepted as valid; indeed, that Great Britain 
had received information to the contrary with 
particular reference to the island of Corfu. 

He laid open to serious question the express- 
ed reasons for the conquest of Albania. In the 
language of the man-in-the-street he said that 
“we do not believe you ... your alibi is weak.” 
But the conquest is accepted as a fait accom- 
pli, not to be repeated with other weak coun- 
tries in the Balkans or in the Danubian basin. 

. When placed with the declaration of Premier 
Daladier of France, the speech means simply 
that Germany and Italy have expanded their 
territory at the expense of others to a line 
beyond which they cannot go without plunging 
the world into war; that if they attempt fur- 
ther conquest, Britain and France will fight 
without wading through the niceties of protest 
and diplomacy. 

It is completely heartening that Mr. Cham- 
berlain did not revert in his speech to a policy 
of appeasement toward Mussolini. There were 
indications early in the week that he had tend- 
ed to accept the assurances of the Italian pre- 
mier toward Greece and his promises to with- 

‘draw Italian legionnaires from Spain. But his 

words contained no inkling of this revision, 
leaving the burden of proof of good intentions 
upon the shoulders of Mussolini, and at the 
same time warning him that England would 
not again stand aside when vital interests were 
at stake. 

By this stand, he makes it possible for Mus- 
solini to carry out his pledged word, after which 
London and Paris probably will be ready to dis- 
cuss any matters of import. . 

Hitler, one may deduce from Chamberlain’s 
words, is to be treated in a different manner. 
He has actually, ruthlessly and wantonly vio- 
lated his pledged word and will be dealt with 
in the future only on: the basis of a condition 
which he himself has created. The basis for 
Hitler’s policies have been armed force, and on 
the basis of armed force he will be met.

thereby bringing a better understanding of pub- 
lic needs and more usefulness in medical prac-~ 
tice. Second, to develop a great medical cen- 
ter in Atlatna better to administer to the needs 
of all the people. : 

It long has been felt by most doctors that, 
while. medical science has made astonishing 
strides toward perfection, this skill has not 
been completely available to the public. A 
measure of aloofness has set medicine apart 
from the ordinary course of life. 

This drift away from the people started 
early. In the beginning, naturally, there were 
no medical schools. Practitioners were the only 
teachers. They instructed their understudies 
in anatomy, physiology and other fundamental 
sciences as they saw them. Gradually, however, 
this work was taken over by medical schools. 
Most doctors became too busy with their prac- 
tice to continue as full time instructors. Teach- 
ers were employed. But.very few of these had 
had experience in actual practice. Their work 
eventually became “pure academic discipline” 
to use the words of a well-known educator. This 
lack of practical approach to medical problems 
as a public service was reflected in the student 
and later in the practitioner. 

It is the hope of the profession to set the 
trend back to “doctors as teachers.” Medical 
education in the future must not cease with 
the granting of the degree and an internship. 
More important even than undergraduate train- 
ing is the work of assisting doctors in actual 
practice and learning how to put acquired 
knoweldge, as well as the latest advances, to 
practical purposes. 

In the development of a medical center, a 
well organized and supported medical -school, 
a medical library, adequate hospital clinical 
facilities and buildings for classes and research 
work are essential. It will take time to get 
them. It will take money. But with full co- 
operation between the doctors and the people 
the whole program can be brought into real- 
ization, 


WILL HISTORY REPEAT? 


A long-needed study of the pylpwood mar- 
keting system has been advocated by the Ala- 
bama commissioner of agriculture, Haygood 
Patterson, to the end. that the tragic destruc- 
tion of other timbers will not be repeated and 
a valuable cash crop lost to the southiand. 

But this study will encompass only one phase 
of the pulpwood industry, and, while the new 
plants throughout the south may be dealing in 
all fairness with natural resources and with 
landowners, there is a definite need of state 
surveys of the manner in which the forests are 
to be handled. Other pulpwood users might 
not look to the future as do the present manu- 
facturers, and it is for them that the south must 
be prepared, 

In the heyday of the lumbering industry, a 
sawmill would be established in a virgin section 
and the land ruthlessly denuded for miles 
around, This accomplished, the mills would be 
shifted to anotber section and the criminal 
stripping of natural resources repeated. The 
result was that the hardwood stands of the 
south were virtually wiped out, the land was 
left bare to the elements and erosion took its 
terrible toll. 

Out of this lesson surely the south has 
learned. Pulpwood stands are potentially as 
rich as the cotton crop in a section where cot- 
ton industry leaders predict that cotton is dead 
and that the land must be turned to other uses. 
Yet the care and control of pulpwood cutting 
has been left to the individual judgment and 
conscience of landowners and timber buyers 
and cutters. The rich heritage is being plun- 
dered for the material benefit of its temporary 
guardians, and will continue to be so unless 
effective action is quickly taken. 

Through intelligent control and forestry 
management the pulpwood crop of the south- 


east can be made more and more valuable in . 


the passage of each year. If this is not done. 
then within a very few years the rich forest 
resources will have been pillaged and the south 
left even more poor. 

The forests are one of the greatest of the 
capital holdings of the south. They should be 
treated as such, and not as individual property 
to be tossed to the four winds

NOTHING BUT WASTE 


(From The Montgomery Advertiser.) 

It is impossible to calculate the total amount 
of money the men and women of this unhappy 
earth are spending on wars past, present and to 
come. We must be burning millions of dollars 
every sixty 

nation on the face of the earth, in face 
of dire want and terrible hardships, takes a huge 
chunk of its wealth and burns it up. 

Yet our hospitals have not the money to buy 
new beds. Schools are closing for lack of funds. 
Scientists spend their time on ifstruments of de- 
struction and leave the work for human better- 
ment to another day.

“Meanwhile, under the neutrality act, the President must de- 

clare a state of war on the outbreak of hostilities, and thereafter 
embargo all arms exports. Military authorities may exaggerate the 
danger from the air. But if they do not, while the bombs rained 
on London and Paris, America would be withholding the weapons 
néeded for their protection. The emotional strain of such a situa- 
tion can easily be imagined, particularly as the Gallup poll shows 
the people already strongly favor supplying the democracies with 
arms. 
There. would probably, in fact, be hasty action in mid-conflict. 
the actior be taken to help the British and French, the 
other side could complain of our ufmeutrality. Perhaps the Gallup 
poll does not represent popular feeling. If so, a test of congres- 
sional sentiment will show. At any rate, as one sardonic senator 
put it, “If we’re going to be unneutral, we’d damn well better do 
it before the fighting starts.” 


AT PRESENT IN CONGRESS The ‘foregoing are the highly 


realistic considerations influ- 
encing advocates of neutrality act revision. One reason why the 
situation is confused is that four types of revision have been pro- 
posed. The proposals to strengthen the act, to repeal it outright, 
and to give the President the power to name an aggressor ip for- 
eign conflicts may, however, be dismissed. The only bill with a 
practical chance of passing is that offered by the chairman of the 
foreign relations committee, Senator Key Pittman. which would 
‘permit exports of war materials so long as the belligerent nations 
pay cash on the barrel-head and carry their purchases away in their 
own ships. 

Hearings are now in progress on the Pittman bill. Most mem- 
.bers-of the foreign relations committee, along with most other sena- 
tors, profess to have open minds. Yet there’s likely to be a powere 
ful opposition, led by the originators of the neutrality act, Senators 
Nye, Clark ‘and Bone, ‘and probably importantly abetted by Sena- 
tors Borah and Hiram Johnson, who don’t love the neutrality act, 
but positively hate the idea of cash and carry. 

The already-mentioned reunion of conservative and White House 
Democrats will be required to pass the Pittman bill. The sign that 
it may be effected was observable last week when Bernard M. 
Baruch appeared to testify for the bill, with Senator Harrison, of 
Mississippi, and Senator Byrnes, of South Carolina, acting as his 
shield bearers. 

Pat Harrison and Jimmy Byrnes are the actual leaders of the 
conservative Democrats,:and the most i ential men in the sen- 
ate today. Like so many other southern Democrats, they are close 
to Baruch. His testimony deeply impressed them. They can swing 
their followers into line behind the Pittman bill. And their fol- 
lowers, with such White House adherents as Guffey, Schwellenbach 
and Green, of Rhode Island, plus scattering Republican supporters, 
would give the Pittman bill a handsome majority both in committee 
and on the senate floor. 


The thing can be done. If there’s danger of 
IT CAN BE DONE défeat of the Pittman bill, which the dicta- 
torships would interpret as a repudiation of the democracies, it will 
be better to run the fearful risks of inaction. Senator Pittman has 
said privately that’ he woul not try to report his bill without as- 
surance of success. But, if the senators and the President are rea- 


sonably patient. the thing can be done.

It is arrived at by wrapping a rubber tube around the arm, 
pumping air in the tube to increase its pressure, and noting the

Was not necessary as they are 
sterilized in the process of ironing. 
Please confirm or enlarge on this 
for the benefit or other readers. 

A good many laymen, and by no 
means the class of low intelligence 
only, still regard disease germs as 
“lurking” about the premises with 
malicious intent. People who har- 
bor this quaint notion of disease 
germs make good customers for 
“powerful” germicides, disinfect- 
ants or anticeptics and are the 
most difficult class to teach safe 
and sound sanitation or asepsis. 

The wickedest germs in the en- 
tire bacterial family are not a 
menace so long as they merely 
lurk in nooks or crevices. They 
can’t crawl out after you. They 
can’t fly at you. Don’t get hot and 
bothered about germs that, in your 
morbid imagination, “breed” about 

premises. Use any amount of 
the most “powerful” germ killers 
available and you will be not a 
. mite nor a micrococcus safer than 
you were before. 

The germ of lockjaw (tetanus) 
is a natural or normal inhabitant: 
of the intestinal tract of domestic 
animals. Of 500 human fecal speci- 
mens examined in California one- 
fourth were found to contain tet- 
anus spores. In the spore stage or 
state the tetanus germ may sur- 
vive under conditions which would 
certainly destroy most disease 
germs. Hence the danger of infec- 
tion of trifling wounds, punctures, 
scratches or fireworks or gun 
powder burns when the skin is 
even slightly soiled with street 
dust or grime, garden soil, etc. No 
known antiseptic or distinfectant 
or germicide can prevail against 
tetanus or the risk of tetanus fol- 
lowing such wounds. Only an im- 
mediate injection of a dose of tet- 
anus antitoxin can be relied upon 
to prevent this dread complication. 

Fomites (plural of fomes, pro- 
nounced fom-i-tez) are substances 
or things which may absorb or re- 
tain the virus or germs of disease 
and possibly be the means of 
spreading the disease. In the the-

Answer — Sharpen up your 
knichen knife, and put on a large 
apron with no holes in it.

When you see a green 
weed overpowering the grass 
around it, provided rosettes of 
coarsely pinnatified leaves arise, 
runcinate with lobes toothed, like 
a lion, dig it out clearly with your 
knife, drop in your apron, and 
continue till you have an apron- 
ful. Then trudge home with your 
haul, singing Funiculi. Dandelion 
greens are a good source of vita- 
min G and vitamin B (B com-

Tommy Farr, Welsh heavyweight 
who lost to the best heavyweights 
in the United States, won his first 
‘battle in two years tonight when

But motorists pass- 
ing by saw the huge strange-look- 
ing  ogs, and curiosity compelled 
them io stop. Sometimes 12 or 15 
cars stopped and asked about the 
Briards. Mr. and Mrs. Blakely are 
not aloof; they simply do not seek 
publicity, so the Briards have been 
keep shut up lately. 


USED IN WAR. 


The Blakely home is about 125 
feet from the road, but if a car 
so much as slows down the Briards 
instinctly detect it and start bark- 
ing. Briards have an extra claw, 
called a dew-claw, on each hind 
leg. They are strong and lithe and 
well adapted for the rigors of out- 
door life. During the war Briards 
were used in liaison work, and 
their number so diminished that it 
is difficult to obtain good speci- 
mens. 

Thomas and Gigie were washed 
and f-oomed yesterday and are 
ready for the show.

Thomas is slightly underweight, 
weighing about 95. Gigie was re-

Fascist Policies Dealt Blow 


to Reciprocal Trade,. 
Wallace Asserts.  - 


WASHINGTON, ‘April a 
(UP)—The New Deal's reciprocal 
trade program has been kept from 
full success by the economic self- 
sufficiency - policies. of the dicta- 
tors, of Agriculture Hen- 
ry A. Wallace said today. 

Testifying before a senate ap- 
propriations subcommittee in 
charge of the billion-dollar agri- 
culture appropriation bill, the 
quiet-spoken secretary was pessi- 
mistic regarding the future of the 
trade program as far as agricul- 
ture is concerned. 

Because of the dictators, he said, 
“it has not brought back to farm- 
ers of the United States more than 
a small portion of their lost mar- 
kets for wheat, and, due to world 
conditions, apparently can not do 
so in the near future.” 

He advocated a practical inter- 


national wheat agreement to per-/. 


mit each exporting nation to place 
on the market the same amount 
year after year. 

Southern senators are fighting 
for reinsertion of $250,000,000 for 
parity payments, an item struck 
from the measure by the house. 

Wallace was skeptical about ad- 
visability of dropping the cotton 
loan program, under which the 
government has paid producers 
about 10 cents per pound on 11,- 
000,000 bales. Cotton prices might 
drop two or three cents a pound 
if it is discontinued, he said. 

Cost of the cotton and wheat 
programs, he continued, could be 
financed by taxes somewhat sim- 
ilar to processing levies outlawed 
by the supreme court in 1935. He 
argued that no better way of fi- 
nancing farm programs has yet 
been found.
